In Mexican Presidential Race

A political firecracker may ex 
plode south of the border July 6 J 
when Mexico elects Its new presi­ 
dent. 
There are five men In the field 
for the job that pays 
a week 
for six years. 
Under Mexican law no president i 
can succeed himself. As a 
result 
President Miguel Aleman will not 
be able to rim for office again. His 
term expires at the end of t h i s 
year. 
To many, the vinnei I* already 
a shoo-in. He’s Adolfo Ruiz Cor*! 
tines, the candidate for the Party 
of the Revolutionary Institutions, 
commonly called PRI. 
This is the party that, under one 
name or another. ha» been in con­ 
trol for over 23 years and has had I 
not wily its candidate for president 
elected, but has also swept t h e 
elections for both the Chamber of 
Deputies and the Senate and thus 
control Congress, 
In the current government, for 
example, PRI has 207 of the 211 
m em bers of Congress. 
• • • 
THIS ELECTION, however, may 
prove the exception. Many say that 
•'if the election is honestly run. and 
if the ballots are honestly counted, 
the PHI will Jose.*' 
Chief opponent to the PRI is 
Miguel Henrisuei Guzman of the 
Federation of Peoples* Parties. An 
other opposition c a n d i d a t e is 
Efrain Gonzales Luna of the Con- j 
servative National Action Party. 
Also in the ra< e is Candido Aguilar 
of the Independent Revolutionary 
Party, and finally there is Vi n - ! 
rente Lombardo Toledano of t h e 
Popular and Communist Parties. 
Ruiz Conines, 61-year-old gov-! 
ernment official, has been asxociat-1 
rd with his party since 1910 when 
he served as an arm y paym aster, j 
Ten years ago he was secretary to 
Aleman when the current president 
was interior secretary. 
When .Aleman became presi­ 
dent, he named his former asso­ 
ciate to cabinet lank 
l ike Ale­ 
man. the TRI standard bearer is 
considered a friend of the United 
States. 
As for the other candidates, one 
political wag said “ They have as 
much chance of being elected as a 
Republican has to capture the gov-, 
em orship of Georgia 
Yet, there ii always the chance j 


for an upset. Many say Mexico has 
reached the point of political m a­ 
turity where the opposition might 
well win without the use of 
vio-1 
lence. 
The top contender is Henriquez 
Guzman, a 
former army officer 
who turned contractor and is said 
to be one of the richest men In I 
Mexico with a fortune o* m o r e ' 
than $50 million Only 53 years old,; 
he has been campaigning against 
corruption in Rovemment and the 
high cost of living. 
He, 
too, 
is! 
friendly to the United States. 
Gonzalez Luna, an attorney, was 
nominated by his party after Man-! 
uel Gomez Martin, party founder 
and leader, declined the nomina­ 
tion. One year younger than H en-1 
riquez Guzman, the head of t h e 
Conservative National Action party 
is described as “ a friend of the 
United States.** 
• • • 
CANDIDATE No. 4. Aguilar, is a 
64 year-old veteran of the revolu­ 
tion, and is waging a strong per­ 
sonal campaign based on principles] 
of the revolution calling for t h e 
promotion of the welfare of 
the 
common man. 
Communist Candidate Lombardo 
Toledano is making his first cam ­ 
paign for public office although, as 
a labor leader, he has long been 
active in public circles. The Com­ 
munist party claims 30.000 m em ­ 
bers, and scores of fellow travelers 
are said to be 
in 
the 
People's 
party. 
The election will, for the 
first 
time in years, give an accurate es­ 
timate of how strong the pro-Soviet 
sentiment is in Mexico. Lombardo 
Toledano is considered by many as 
the chief critic of Washington north 
of Buenos Aire*-. 
The administration, and the PRI, 
is maintaining it 
best qualified 
to continue the orderly progress of 
Mexico's dei plopment, and that it 
has the men hest trained to do the 
job. 
The opposition is challenging the 
administration and saying the gov­ 
ernment is corrupt. However, the 
opposition has little opportunity of 
reaching the masses outside of pub­ 
lic speeches. Most magazines and 
newspapers, mindful of the power 
of the PRI, are actively supporting 
Ruiz Cortinez, 
According to government figures, 
there are 5,500,000 eligible voters, j 
Married men over 18 and bachelors 
over 21 must vote; failure to do so 
is punishable by fine or jail sen­ 
tence, although this is not enforc­ 
ed. Women are not permitted 
to 
vote. 
Balloting la done in 
much 
the 
sam e style as in this country, with 
those unable to read being given 
assistance in the booth. 
In the last election, in 1946. Ale­ 
man won by 1,785,901 to 443,357 for 
Ezequiel Padilla, the former for­ 
eign minister. Many experts 
are 
saying when the ballots are tabu­ 
lated. Adolfo Ruiz Cortines w i l l 
win by as m any votes.

lf for no other reason than for 
the sake of his m ental health, 
man should be either less selfish 
or m ore adjustable, according to 
our psychiatrist friend. The Bib­ 
le adm onishes that "T he love of 
money is the root of all evil.” 


This supports the 
m ore 
funda­ 
m ental axiom: "Selfishness is the 
root of all evil." We need to better 
understand this 
basic 
im pulse— 
selfishness 
for it is com m on to all 
hum anity, and 
while Christianity 
seeks to tem p er and discipline it, 
charlatans and dem agogues appeal 
to it to gain political office and

A TYPICAL CASE 
FROM ENGLAND, trying to struggle 
back from socialism with indifferent suc­ 


c e s s , comes a report that is typical of gov­ 
ernment interference with private enter­ 
prise. 
An English landlord at Dartmouth has 
several rental houses, all under govern­ 
ment control.

Feeling encouraged, the landlord tried to 
give away his other houses to the tenants. 
No sale. The tenants said they would rather 
pay rent than own the houses. . 
That’s private enterprise in its d v i n g 
phase, just before the government tokes 
over everything and begins ordering all the 
citizens, not just the landlords, around. 
Take the profits away from property- 
owning citizens —- and 
s o m e Americans 
s e e m to think it would be a good idea—and 
the only thing left is government owner­ 
ship. Then the citizen works for the govern­ 
m ent and obevs its multiplicity of rules. He 
cannot change jobs, move from one resi­ 
dence to another or do anything independ­ 
ently of the orders of the bureaucrats. 


MEETING DEATH HALF WAY 
WHEN THE FOURTH of Julv comes on 
Friday, as it does this year, the American 
people take advantage of the extended 
week-end holiday to take to the highways. 
Already safety officials hir e begun to esti­ 
m ate the toll in deaths and injuries, with 
the announced fear the results will he rec­ 
ord breaking.

In practical terms, 
such 
a 


concept of unity can only m ean an uncrit­ 


ical acceptance of the policies and acts of 


those in authority. That is political F a s ­ 


cism. 


Our c o u n t r y has been f o r t u n a t e in 
the 


recognition, since the Administration of 
George Washington, that criticism of the 


President or of anyone in authority is per­ 


missible. Nearly all of our Presidents have 


had a hard time with their critics, inform­ 


ed or uninformed, fair or unfair. Out of the 


criticism and clamor, however, has devel­ 
oped a free society in w*hich the people a c­ 


tually partake of government. 


Throughout our history, the 
press has 
played an important part in this criticism. 
During most of it, the press has been bias­ 
ed and partisan, that is, each newspaper 
represented a particular position and e x ­ 
pounded it. It was not expected of Horace 
Greeley, Charles A. Dana, J a m e s Gordon 
Bennett, Joseph Pulitzer, Henry Watterson 
or William Randolph Hearst that 
t h e y 
would be impartial in m atters of principle, 
as each one of them interpreted the issue. 


The refinement of impartiality, of good 
m anners towards one s betters, as it were. 
is a new departure developed during the 
Roosevelt regime. 
It w as not practiced 
during the Hoover Administration, D e m o ­ 
cratic new spapers then publishing the m a ­ 
levolent libels prepared by Charlie Michel- 
son. 


Partisanship is a normal attitude in a 
free society; actually it is the mark of lib­ 
erty of expression. The assumption that a 
man m ust be absolutely right before 
he 
criticizes the Administration, presupposes 
that anyone, on anv side of a question, is 
absolutely right—which is unlikely, abso­ 
lutes being the province of God, not of man. 


It cite one example: when I broke 
the 
Am erasia Case, all I had w a s one docu­ 
ment, not more, but it w as an authentic 
document. It was enough to go on, 
b u t 
would not have stood up in a court as evi­ 
dence. Out of that one docum ent developed 
the Tvdings I rive ligation, 
the McCarthy 
charges against Owen Lattimore, the Mc- 
Carran Inve ligation into the Institute 
of 
Pacific Relations. 
The public w*as entitled to that informa­ 
tion, even if it did em b a rra ss the President 
and the State Department. When the full 
report is in, the American people will have 
learned that a foreign country can organ­ 
ize our own sons and daughters into a 
force harmful to this country. There are 
now seven volumes of the McCarr an Com­ 
mittee hearings to prove this: there will 
be 14. Also, “ The F r e e m a n ’’ magazine, in 
its issue for June 30, 1952. has published an 
excellent summation of the material writ­ 
ten by Jam es Burnham.

TH E person who su ffers from 
h ay fever h as a special se n sitiv ­ 
ity, c r allergy, to c e rta in pollens 
given off by p lan ts. 
T he com m onest form of hay 
fever, an d usually th e m o st se ­ 
vere, is due to ragw eed pollen 
T his pollen is given off In la te 
su m m er an d co n tin u es u n til th e 
first frost. 
T ree an d G rass Pullens 
Pollens* from grasses m ay also 
cause a form of h ay fever, b u t 
th is usually occurs a little e a rlie r 
th a n th e one caused by ragw eed. 
T he pollens of c e rtain tre e s will 
brin g on a form of allerg ic re ­ 
ac tio n In early spring. U sually, 
th e pollen c o u n t—th e a m o u n t of 
pollen in th e a ir —is d ecreased by 
ra in a n d Increased by a d ry w ind. 
T h e sym ptom s of h ay fever 
a re well know n an d u n p ’^ax an t— 
ru n n in g 
a n d 
blocked-up 
nose, 
sneezing, h ead ach e, a n d blood­ 
sh o t eyes th a t ru n an d itc h . O f­ 
te n , th e re lr co ughing as well. 
Skin T ests 
In tre a tin g h ay fever, It is im ­ 
p o rta n t to Jlnd out w hich pollen 
is th e offending one. T h is ca n 
o ften be done by skin te sts for 
allergy to pollen o r to o th e r su b ­ 
sta n c e s in th e en v iro n m en t. 
W hen th e g uilty pollen is d is­ 


covered. an a tte m p t can be m ad e 
to desensitize th e p a tie n t by giv­ 
ing him doses of it before th e h ay 
fever seas. a begins 
first, sm all 
am o u n ts an d th e n in creasin g ly 
larg er ones. It is best to begin 
these tre a tm e n ts eig h t to tw elve 
weeks before th e season. 
A n tih istam in es of Value 
F o rtu n a te ly , for those w ho c a n ­ 
no t be desensitized, th e a n tih is ­ 
tam in ic d ru g s are of g re a t value 
in co n tro llin g d iffe ren t form s of 
th e disease. How ever, as I p o in ted 
out in a re c e n t colum n, th e re is 
som e risk of overdosing, so su ch 
drugs should be ta k en only u n d er 
th e d irectio n of a physician. 
R ecently, In very severe cases, 
th e drugs cortisone an d AUTH 
have b ern very successful In re - 
| llevlng th e acu te sym ptom s of 
hay fever. 
In ten siv e 
pro g ram s 
to 
clear 
aw ay ragw eed will also help m ake 
i th e hay fever season less severe.

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Pioneers Of Montana Meet Once 


A Year To Talk Ot Olden Times 


By HAL BOYLE 
MILES CITY, Mont., July 2 - 
IF—The old west is still young 
enough to have its living pio­ 
neers. 
They are the old timers who 
came here in their youth, or the 
children of those who came still 
earlier, and homesteaded a fence­ 
less frontier. 
It was a titanic lonely gamble 
for most—a lifetime gamble in a 
, on; 
* v >.•! ’heir stork in 
sum m er and the hitter cold froze 
their herds in winter. It was a 
long battle for enough water and 
the rijht kind of weather 
The land broke many of the ear­ 
ly comers, but many stayed and 
broke the land 
Once a 
year 
these 
pioneers 
gather in reunion here and talk 
about old times. They call them­ 
selves range riders, because that 
is what they were. And if you re- 


si 


fer to them as cowboys, they will 
dryly point out that a cowboy is 
a critter that mb* its Hollywood. 
They are a wonderful people 
marked by a great calm and dig­ 
nity. Their hardwon v i c t o r y 
shows in their sun-crinkled count­ 
enances, and the far 
reach 
in 
their eyes. The earth and sky of 
endless Montana has been stamp­ 
ed by t me in their faces. 
.in Among thobe at the reunion of 
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the range riders this year was 
Mrs. Susan Haughian, who came 
here as a sprightly lass from Ire­ 
land. Now in her 65th year, she 
has IO children and 24 grandchil­ 
dren—-and she is as sprightly as 
ever. 
Today she and her family own 
or lease more than 100,000 acres, 
but there were times when she 
and the kids weren’t even sure 
of their groceries. Susan has had 
a rugged life, full of troubles 
“ But I wouldn’t 
change 
one 
moment of my life if I could.” 
she said 
stoutly. 
Courage 
has 
been her armor all the way, and 
it still is. 
She is a keen and active busi­ 
nesswoman, and wants to keep 
ranching as long as the Lord will 
allow her. 
“ I’m not going to be a baby 
sitter for 24 grandchildren,” she 
said, laughing. 
Susan’s success story is match­ 
ed by Leo Ore mer. who is one of 
America’s leading rodeo entre­ 
preneurs as well as one of the 
state’s biggest ranchers. 
“ Mrs. Rodeo” came here from 
Wisconsin in 1911 at the age of 
20 with his young bride. He home­ 
steaded 320 water-short 
acres. 
Like Susan and many other de­ 
termined settlers, Cremer, when 
faced with the choice of buying, 
chose to gamble on acres. 
Cremer now has 82.000 acres of 
deeded land and 18.000 acres un­ 
der lease—more than 150 square 
miles. He is a big, graying man 
with a gusty laugh, who thinks 
any day is wasted if he doesn’t 
spend at leas* part of it on horse­ 
back. 
As a state senator one of Cre- 
m er’s first proposals was to solve 
America’s political troubles by 
moving the national capital from 
Washington, D. C., to Montana.

ANH ONLY A few months ago 
the Senate approved a very mild 
peace treaty with Japan, even let­ 
ting it rearm. 
In turn, the Japanese agreed to 
let U. S troops remain in Japan. 
With them there and with a friend­ 
ly Japan rearming, the U. S. ob­ 
tained a priceless outpost in the 
Pacifc against Russia. 
And Tuesday the Senate,

Licensed Drivers 


The time has rome "w hen every I 
Arr.erican sh< Hid make a serious 
effort to re 
t today's staggering. 
ra te rn highway accidents. 
VS if h tin estimated 62 million 
drivers and 50 
million 
autumn* 
biles trameling along our roads, 
the problem is a difficult one in­ 
deed. 
But there is little excuse for the 
fact that every year nearly 40.000 
Americans die and over 1.2 million 
are 
injured 
rn 
traffic 
mishaps, 
while the economic loss amounts to 
more than $3 billion. During the 
entire era of motor transportation, 
over a million highway deaths have 
occurred rn the United States. 
A number of factors share the 
blame for this deplorable situation 
Alcohol 
is one of the principal 
culprits, for it lowers visual effi­ 
ciency, sometimes making a per­ 
son see double or suffer loss of 
m uscular coordination. 
It can reduce the keenness of the 
entire sensory system by ai much 
as 30 per cent. One out of every 
five drive rs involved in accidents 
and one out of every four pedes­ 
trians killed by automobiles has 
been drinking.•

GENERAL effic sency is another 
factor. A good driver not only per­ 
ceive.-* the conditions about him but 
keeps his attention upon them and 
reacts intelligently to them. Acci­ 
dent repeaters have been found to 
have 
p w re r 
personality 
adjust­ 
ments than drivers with safety rec­ 
ords. 
The accident-repeaters are more 
prone to violate traffic regulations 
and to be ill informed about safe- 
driving practices. 
But simple inability to see ade 
quately is responsible for a 
very 
large proportion of the highway ac­ 
cidents. Recent tests made by the 
Connecticut departm ent 
of 
motor 
vehicles and the Michigan state po 
lice show drivers with safety rec­ 
ords have keener eyesight than the 
accident-repeaters. 
They have better visual coordi­ 
nation—that is. 
their two eyes 
work better together as a team— 
and they are more adept at locat­ 
ing objects properly in space, so 
that they ran gauge speed and 
distance effectively. 
Requirements for driving vary 
greatly in the 48 states, and three 
states give no examination at all. 
Where vision is tested, the tests are 
often too cursory to have 
much 
value. 
Every state should demand an 
adequate eyesight examination, not 
only when a driver applies for his 
first license but at intervals there­ 
after. 
And 
every 
driver 
should 
make it his personal responsibility 
to see that his vision meets reason- * 
able safety standards.
